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TOLL ROADS

There is general agreement that Missouri®s highways and bridges are
in serious need of repair. Many argue that MoDOT"s lack of
credibility for failing to deliver on promises has caused Missourians
to reject tax increases for highways. This lack of funding has
stifled many needed highway improvements across the state, such as
rebuilding and adding a third lane to each side of 1-70. Proponents
argue that tolls are the only way to ensure that the huge percentage
of traffic on 1-70 that is from outside Missouri pays for the damage
their vehicles do to I-70. Proponents also argue that due to new
scanning technology, tolls do not slow traffic appreciably.
Opponents argue that people should not be asked to pay tolls to
drive on roads for which they have already paid.
